,1  Bombs  tore  open  a  U.S.  airline  office  and

1  home  Monday  in  Copenhagen,  a  European 
<  capital  that  had  previously  escaped  the 
i  recent  international  terrorist  wave.  Other 
i  suspected  bombs  were  found  before  they 
i  could-  explode. 

Twenty-seven  people  were  injured,  at 
;  1  least  three  seriously,  authorities  said. 
1 '  Three  Americans  were  among  those  suf- 
i  f  fering  minor  injuries,  the  U.S.  Embassy 
3  r  reported. 

Police  later  announced' they  had  taken 
s  six  foreigners  .into  custody  for  questioning 
i  in  the  bombings,  but  they  did  not  disclose 
t  the  detainees’  identities. 

Shiites  suspected 

In  Beirut,  Lebanon,  an  anonymous  tele- 
f  phone  caller  told  The  Associated  Press  the 
)  attacks  were  carried  out  by  the  Shiite 
!  Moslem  terrorist  organization  Islamic 
1  Jihad  to  avenge  an  Israeli  raid  on  a  south- 
;  em  Lebanese  village  Sunday.  The  claim 
: :  could  not  be  otherwise  verified. 

One  bomb  gutted  the  quarters  of  Nortb- 
j'west  Orient  Airlines  near  Copenhagen’s 
I  Tivoli  amusement  park.  Northwest  Orient 


is  the  only  American  airline  with  offices  in 
the  Danish  capital. 

Another  attack,  which  some  bystanders 
said  involved  two  bombs,  damaged  the 
Copenhagen  Synagogue  and  an  adjacent 
Jewish  home  for  the  elderly,  the  Meyers 
Minne  Nursing  Home,  on  a  narrow  street 
near  Copenhagen’s  17th-century  Round 
Tower. 

Both  attacks  came  within  minutes  of 
each  other  in  mid-morning,  as  shoppers 
crowded  nearby  streets,  taking  advantage 
of  late  summer  sales. 

Explosions  set  off 

Harald  Ruetz,  aNorthwest  Orient  man¬ 
ager,  said  one  employee  and  two  custom¬ 
ers  were  in  the  office  at  the  time  of  the 
explosion,  which  appeared  to  have  been 
set  off  outside  its  plate-glass  windows. 

“Otherwise,  she  would  have  died,”  he 
said  of  the  employee,  who  escaped  with 
minor  injuries.  Ruetz  said  he  did  not  know 
how  badly  injured  the  customers  were. 

An  employee  of  the  nursing  home  said 
about  seven  of  its  residents  had  been  in¬ 
jured,  none  seriously.  The  other  victims 
apparently  were  passers-by  at  the  two 
sites. 


Police  said  about  half  the  injured  were 
Danes  and  half  foreigners.  The. most 
seriously  injured  victim  was  reported  by 
police  to  have  suffered  burns  over  85  per¬ 
cent  of  the  body. 

J.  H.  Hasselriis,  a  deputy  police  direc¬ 
tor,  told  reporters  six  foreigners  were 
being  questioned  but  had  not  been  formal¬ 
ly  arrested,  He  declined  to  give  their 
nationalities,  but  indicated  they  came 
from  Mediterranean  countries. 

Hasselriis  said  none  of  the  six  were  de¬ 
tained  near  the  bombing  sites.  The  Danish 
news  agency  Ritzau  said  at  least  some  of 
them  had  been  trying  to  leave 
Copenhagen  on  the  40-minute  hydrofoil 
boat  link  to  nearby  Sweden. 

Police  were  investigating  a  suspected 
bomb  in  a  Northwest  Orient  flight  bag 
pulled  from  Copenhagen’s  New  Harbor, 
near  the  hydrofoil  dock,  Hasselriis  said. 
News  photographers  said  another  sus¬ 
pected  bomb  was  found  in  a  courtyard  of 
Christiansborg  Palace,  seat  of  Denmark’s 
Parliament. 

The  Beirut  caller  indicated  Copenhagen 
was  targeted  precisely  because  Denmark 
had  escaped  terrorist  activity  until  now. 


Nuclear  pact  possible 
as  Reagan  greets  Li 


it  ,  WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
(Reagan,  in  his  first  meeting  with  a  foreign 
.  leader  since  undergoing  cancer  surgery, 
fl  hosts  Chinese  President  Li  Xiannian  to- 
a  day  for  talks  and  ceremonies  that  could 
1  provide  the  setting  for  the  formal  approval 
of  a  landmark  nuclear  cooperation  pact. 

White  House  spokesman  Larry  Speakes 
i  said  Reagan,  who  is  recovering  from  ma¬ 
jor  abdominal  surgery  he  had  10  days  ago, 
re  ‘planned  to  greet  the  76-year-old  Chinese 
t0  leader  in  a  South  Lawn  ceremony  as  well 
i  as  host  a  shortened,  formal  state  banquet 
he  tonight. 

“The  president  looks  forward  to  his 
meeting  with  President  Li  and  to  the 
m  further  expansion  of  the  high-level  dia- 
“  ague  on  major  substantive  issues  which 
5  he  began .  .  .  during  his  visit  to  China  last 
I,'  year,”  Speakes  said. 

J  .Asked  whether  the  two  leaders  would 
iii  jsign  a  nuclear  cooperation  agreement  dur- 
eat  mg  the  visit,  Speakes  said  “some' recom¬ 


mendations”  were  in  the  White  House ,  but 
that  the  matter  was  still  under  review. 

The  spokesman  said  several  govern¬ 
ment  agencies  were  studying  the  pact  to 
see  if  it  complied  with  U.S.  law  involving 
the  transfer  of  materials  used  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  nuclear  power  plants. 

The  initialing  of  the  nuclear  pact  was 
praised  as  the  highlight  of  Reagan’s  China 
trip.  The  agreement  would  allow  U.S. 
companies  to  sell  nuclear  power  equip¬ 
ment,  including  radioactive  material,  to 
China. 

But  the  agreement  was  shelved  because, 
of  intelligence  information  that  China  may 
have  assisted  Pakistan  in  its  efforts  to  de¬ 
velop  a  nuclear  weapons  capability; 
though  both  countries  denied  it. 

Administration  officials  say  they  now 
have  the  necessary  assurances  from  China 
that  it  won’t  help  other  nations  acquire  a 
nuclear  capability,  and  the  accord  will 
probably  receive  final  approval  during  Li’s 


visit. 

A  senior  State  Department  official,  who 
insisted  on  not  being  identified,  said  if  Chi¬ 
na  failed  to  abide  by  U.S.  prohibitions 
against  assisting  other  countries  from  ac¬ 
quiring  nuclear  weapons,  Washington 
would  terminate  the  nuclear  cooperation. 

The  official  said  Reagan  and  Li  would 
probably  focus  in  their  own  conversations 
oh  more  broad  issues  “like  basic  strategy 
of  how  we  are  both  going  to  approach  the 
Soviet  Union.” 

A  cultural  exchange  agreement,  an 
education  accord  and  a  fisheries  agree¬ 
ment  —  preparing  the  way  for  Chinese  to 
fish  in  American  waters  —  also  will  be 
signed  during  Li’s  visit. 

Li  arrived  in  Washington  on  Monday  for 
his  four-day  visit  after  spending  a  week  in 
Canada.  He  was  greeted  by  Secretary  of 
State  George  Shultz. 

Reagan  planned  a  quiet  day  Monday  in 
his  private  quarters  in  the  White  House.

ner  15-month-old  daughter  has  requested  a  change 
n  his  sentence. 

(  Charles  Alan  Carnes  was  convicted  in  1984  of 
jji  eonspiring  with  Ron.  and  Dan  Lafferty  to  murder 
,y  Laffertys’  sister-in-law  Brenda  and  her  infant 
ly  laughter  Erica, 

Allen  Lafferty,  Brenda’s  husband  and  Ron  and 
y  Dan’s  brother,  found  the  victims  with  their  throats 
jty  dashed  in  their  American  Fork  home. 

Carnes  was  originally  charged  with  two  counts  of 
iy  first-degree  murder  in  the  case.  He  and  Ricky  Mar- 
2  j  fin  Knapp,  also  charged  with  first-degree  murder, 
Jjjj,  oleaded  guilty- to  three  lesser  charges  in  exchange 
(or  their  testimony  against  the  Lafferty  brothers. 

Carnes  was  ordered  on  Nov.  30,  1984  to  serve 


three  consecutive  five-years-to-life  sentences  for 
his  conviction  on  two  counts  of  criminal  conspiracy 
to  commit  murder,  and  one  count  of  aggravated 
burglary. 

Carnes  appeared  before  Judge  J.  Robert  Bullock 
in  4th  District  Court  Friday  and  asked  that  his 
sentence  be  changed  to  three  concurrent  five- 
years-to-life  terms. 

“It’s  not  something  I  will  easily  forget,”  said 
Carnes,  explaining  that  he  is  “sorry  about  what 
happened.” 

Utah  County  Attorney  Noall  T:  Wootton  told  the 
court  Carnes  had  lived  up  to  his  obligations  in  help¬ 
ing  the  state  prosecute  the  Lafferty  brothers.  He 
said  the  state  does  not  object  to  Carnes’  sentence 
being  changed. 

As  a  key  witness  against  both  Ron  and  Dan  Raf¬ 
ferty,  Carnes  testified  that  Ron  claimed  to  have 
received  a  revelation  calling  for  the  “removal”  of 
Brenda  and  Erica  and  two  other  people. 


Carnes  testified  that  Dan  forced  his  way  into 
Brenda’s  home.  He  heard  Brenda  scream  several 
times  while  pleading  for  the  life  of  her  baby. 

Ron  then  entered  the  home,  Carnes  said.  After 
several  minutes  the  two  brothers  emerged  from  the 
house  with  blood  on  their  shirts  and  pants,  and 
their  hands  and  arms  wet,  testified  Carnes. 

Dan  was  convicted  of  first-degree  murder  and 
sentenced  to  life  imprisonment. 

Ron  attempted  suicide  on  Dec.  29, 1984,  and  was 
later  put  under  psychiatric  evaluation  to  determine 
his  competency  to  stand  trial. 

After  being  ruled  competent,  Ron  was  found 
guilty  and  sentenced  to  the  death  penalty.  Under 
Utah  law,  his  conviction  is  under  automatic  appeal 
to  the  Utah  State  Supreme  Court. 

•  Bullock  said  he  was  impressed  with  Carnes’  re¬ 
morse  and  that -he  would  consider  the  motion  and 
rule  on  it  this  week. 


Police  continue  search  for  suspects 
in  Provo's  biggest  drug  bust  ever

Provo  Police  are  still  searching 
for  27  suspects  after  one  of  the  big¬ 
gest  drug  roundups  in  the  city’s 
history  took  place  last  week, 
according  to  a  police  spokesman. 

Lieutenant  George  Pierpont  of 
the  Provo  Police  said  55  arrests 
have  been  made  since  a  Thursday 
morning  raid  when  10  teams.of  de¬ 
tectives  and  police  officers  spread’ 
out  over  Utah  County. 

Undercover  work 

The  operation  was  a  result  of  six. 
months  of  undercover  work  by  Pro¬ 
vo  officer  Jim  Guynn  and  several 
other  undercover  officers.  Guynn 
set  up  and  operated  Allen’s  Bail 
Bonds,  an  operational  and  legal  bail 
bond  company  that  actually  bailed 
out  several  clients  during  its  opera¬ 
tion  in  order  to  make  drug  con¬ 
tacts. 

“The  dealers  will  back  off  for  ab¬ 
out  two  or  three  weeks  and  then 
things  will  probably  be  back  to  nor¬ 
mal,”  said  Pierpont.  “We  hope  to 
make  a  dent  on  the  market  in  the 
area,  however.  The  dealers  are  be¬ 
coming  paranoid;  many  of  our  buys 
were  made  outside  the  city  because 
of  this.”  ,  . 

Provo  Police  have  been  criticized 
for  their  active  pursuit  of  drug 
dealers  and  Users,  rather  than  the 
“kingpins,”  according  to  Provo 
(Police  Chief  Swen  Nielsen. 

\  One  reason  Provo  is  so  active  in 


search  for  drug  dealers  and  users  is 
to  prevent  big  drug  problems, 
according  to  Guynn.  “Some  areas 
that  have  very  bad  drug  problems 
always  try  to  go  for  the  big  buy 
(bust)  and  they  have  big  drug  prob¬ 
lems.  They  don’t  concern  them¬ 
selves  with  possesion  of  illegal  sub¬ 
stances  by  individuals.”. 

Nielsen  said,  “I  Have  been  asked 
‘why  bother  (with  small  time  drug 
dealers  and  users).’  For  25  years  I 
have  sat  in  police  offices  and  lis¬ 
tened  to  parents  pour  their  hearts 
out.  They  tell  me  that  in  the 
seventh  or  eight,  grade  something 
happened  to  their  child  and  all  their 
hopes  and  expectations  for  that 
child  went  out  the  window. 

“As  long  as  we  have  personnel  to 
do  things  like  this  (Allen’s  Bail 
Bonds)  we  will  do  them  until  people 
get  the  message,  ‘Don’t  do  drugs  in 
Provo.’  When  the  handcuffs  click 
from  this  roundup,”  said  Nielsen  at 
the  predawn  briefing  before  the 
raid,  “we’ll  say,  ‘This  one’s  for  you 
mom  and  dad.”’ 

Twenty-seven  at  large 

Twenty-seven  people  in  the  in¬ 
vestigation  have  only  been, partial¬ 
ly  identified.  “’When  we  know  who 
they  are,  we  will  add  them  to  our 
present  list  of  27  (who  have  been 
identified)  who  are  still  at  large,” 
Pierpont  said. 

A  total  of  111  suspects  were 
named  in  the  operation  that  in¬ 
cluded  buys  of  cocaine,  LSD,  PCP 
. and  other  substances.

Mqnty  Hall  couldn’t  make  a  deal 
with  Osmond  Studios. 

The  two  went  their  separate  ways 
after  failing  to  negotiate  terms  for 
production  of  the  “Let’s  Make  a  Deal” 
show. 

On  July  11,  three  days  after  the 
game  show’s  production  at  Osmond 
Studios  was  canceled,  seven  full-time 
employees  were  laid  off. 

“There  were  certain  obligations 
that  the  studio  was  not  able  to  meet,” 
said  John  Garofolo;  director  of  crea¬ 
tive  services  for  Telepictures  Cor- ■ 
poration,  a  major  television  produc¬ 
tion  company  responsible  for  produc¬ 
ing  and  distributing  “Let’s  Make  a 
Deal;”  He  said  they  gave  the  studio 
several  extensions  to  help  it  meet  its 
obligations. 

The  show  was  scheduled  to  begirt 
production  in  August. 

All  of  the  show’s  trucks,  full  of  sets 
and  prizes,  arrived  in  Orem,  but  re¬ 
turned  to  California.  “The  show  is 
now.being  taped  in  Los  Angeles,”  said 
Garofolo.  He  said  if  the  studio  is  able 
to  meet  its  obligations,  there  is  a  pos¬ 
sibility  that  the  show  will  be  shot  at 
Osmond  Studios  in  the  future.  Garo¬ 
folo  is  not  6ure  if  the  change  in  loca- 


“Before  things  slowed  down, 
Osmond  Media  Corporation  em¬ 
ployed  -120  people  —  now  there  are 
only  25,”  said  former  employee  Gill 
Howe. 

“I  feel  we  were  laid  off  for  financial 
reasons,”  Howe  said.  “They  didn’t  go 
by  seniority;  they  kept  people  work¬ 
ing  who  had  been  here  for  less  than 
two  months  and  let  others,  go  who  had 
been  employed  at  the  studio  from  four 
to  seven  years.” 

Howe  said  there  is  a  great  concern 
for  the  future  of  the  studio  unless 
proper  marketing  begins  to  take 
place. 

The  $8.5  million  studio  opened  its 
doors  in  1978  when.  “The  Donny  and 
Marie  Show"  moved  from  Los 
Angeles  to  Orem.  The  Osmond  family 
has  always  maintained  some  own¬ 
ership  in  the  studio.  One  actual 
change  of  hands  has  taken  place. 

The  management  has  changed  six 
times  in  the  past  seven  years.  . 

When  asked  how  much  money 
Osmond  Studios  lost  and  what  terms 
were,  not  met  when  the  deal  fell 
through,  Garofolo  said,  “No  com¬ 
ment.”  Osmond  Studios  also  refuses 
’to  comment..

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Gunbattles  flare  again  in  Beirut 
amidst  plans  to  unite  Moslems 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP) — Shiite  Moslem 
leader  Nabih  Berri,  bent  on  ousting  Christ¬ 
ian  Amin  Gemayel  from  the  Lebanese  pres¬ 
idency,  said  Monday  that  Syria  will  sponsor 
a  meeting  next  month  to  try  to  unite  Leba¬ 
non’s  feuding  Moslem  factions. 

In  central  Beirut,  gunbattles  flared  anew 
between  Christians  and  Moslems,  and  be¬ 
tween  Lebanese  and  Palestinians. 

One  combatant  was  killed  late  Sunday  and 
10  others  were  wounded  in  clashes  between 
Berri’s  Shiite  Amal  militia  and  Palestinian 
guerrillas  in  the  Chatilla  refugee  camp. 

Mortar  duel 

Christian  and  Moslem  militiamen  hurled 
grenades  at  each  Other  ,  across  the  Green 
Line  that  bisects  the  city  into  Moslem  and 
Christian  sectors,  sparking  a  three-hour 
mortar  duel,  a  police  statement  said.  Two 
civilians  were  killed  and  six  others  wounded. 


In  May  and  June,  the  Shiites  and  Palesti¬ 
nians  had  fought  for  five  weeks  for  control  of 
the  Beirut  refugee  camps.  Syria  arranged  a 
cease-fire  June  18,  but  it  has  since  been 
violated.  Christian-Moslem  fighting  along 
the  dividing  line  has  also  escalated  in  the 
past  few  days. 

Syria  seeks  resolution 
Syria  has  sought  to  resolve  intra-Moslem 
feuds  in  preparation  for  an  overall  settle¬ 
ment  of  Lebanon’s  decade-old  civil  war.  Last 
week,  Damascus  sent  six  military  "officers 
here  to  help  enforce  a  security  plan  to  end 
lawlessness  in  the  western,  Moslem  half  of 
the  capital. 

The  plan  called  for  an  end  to  militia  control 
of  west  Beirut  and  is  supposed  to  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  the  city’s  mostly  Christian  eastern 
half.  But  so  far  it  has  failed  to  bring  the 
various  militia  factions  to  totally  withdraw 


their  gunmen  from  the  streets. 

Berri,  Who  arrived  from  the  Syrian  capital 
of  Damascus  over  the  weekend  after  a  two- 
week  visit  with  his  Syrian  allies,  said  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  Lebanon's -Islamic  groups  would  be 
held  in  early  August  in  east  Lebanon’s  Sy¬ 
rian-controlled  town  of  Chtaura. 

‘Regime  must  change’ 

The  Gemayel  government  “must  be 
changed  because  it  is  the  regime  that  invited 
Israel  into  our  country,”  Berri  said,  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  1982  Israeli  invasion  of  Lebanon, 
during  which  the  Gemayel  family’s  Phalange 
Party  militia  cooperated  with  the  Israelis. 

“The  regime  must  be  replaced  by  one  to 
which  all  Lebanese  become  loyal,”  Berri 


The  militias  of  both  Berri  and  his  civil  war 
ally,  Druse  leader  Walid  Jumblatt,  have  bat¬ 
tled  the  Gemayel  government’s  Lebanese 


army  in  recent  violence. 

A  Syrian-sponsored  Lebanese  reconcilia¬ 
tion  conference  in  Switzerland  in  March  1984 
produced  a  cease-fire  and  a  national  coalition 
government  of  which  both  Berri  and  Jumb¬ 
latt  are  members. 

Berri  condemns  attack 
Berri,  who  serves  as  justice  minister  and 
state  minister  for  south  Lebanon,  also  con¬ 
demned  Israel’s  attack  Sunday  on  two  Shiite 
villages  in  southern  Lebanon.  He  vowed  to 
escalate  guerrilla  warfare  against  the 
Israelis. 

“Israel  hasn’t  learned  yet  that  such  opera¬ 
tions  only  increase  our  determination  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  struggle  until  total  liberation  of  our 
land,”  Berri  said.  •

He  had 
been  transported  there  on  July  16  shortly  before  10 
a.m.  after  he  collapsed  and  his  heart  stopped. 

Huffaker  was  attending  a  class  when  it  appeared 
he  had  a  seizure,  said  Paige  Curtis,  a  BYU  student 
who  was  in  class  with  Huffaker. 

At  the  medical  center,  doctors  learned  it  was  a 
potassium  deficiency  that  caused  Huffaker’s  heart 
to  stop,  said  cardiologist  Dr.  Charles  Dahl. 

Funeral  services  for  Huffaker  are  scheduled  for  1 
p.m.  today  at  the  Sharon  West  Stake  Center,  1700 
S.  400  East,  in  Orem.  He  will  be  buried  in  the 
Midway  Cemetery.

Traffic  Office  advises  buying 
to  help  avoid  fines  and  long  I 


stickers  early 
ines  in  the  fall

Students  in  Provo  for  the  summer  will  be  allowed 
to  purchase  1985-86  parking  stickers  beginning 
Aug.  1.  They  will  be  available  at  the  Traffic  Office 
in  the  Green  House  located  across  from  Deseret 
Towers. 

“We  encourage  as  many  students  as  possible  who 
will  be  returning  for  fall  and  winter  to  get  their 
stickers  before  the  end  of  August,”  said  Brian  J. 
Andreason  of  the  Traffic  Office.  “It  will  help  them 
because  they  won’t  have  to  stand  in  long  lines.” 

Most  fines  the  same 

While  most  traffic  fines  will  be  the  same  as  last 
year,  there  will  be  an  increase  in  fines  of  category 
one  citations  —  parking  in  a  tow-away  zone.  The 
fine  will  be  $25  if  the  citation  is  paid  within  the  first 
Seven  days,  $30  if  it  is  paid  between  seven  to  14 
"days  and  $33  if  it  is  paid  after  14  days. 

“I  would  encourage  students  to  read  signs  and 
become  familiar  with  the  lots  instead  of  taking 


chances,”  said  Andreason. 

Parking  in  a  restricted  lot  is  a  common  traffic 
Violation  on  campus.  If  a  vehicle  is  cited  twice  for 
being  illegally  parked  in  a  restricted  lot  and  the 
citations  are  not  paid,  the  car  can  be  impounded. 

Possible  impounding 

A  vehicle  cited  for  four  mixed  violations  —  illegal 
parking,  speeding  or  other  traffic  violations  —  may 
also  be  impounded  if  the  citations  are  not  cleared. 

“Students  who  fail  to  settle  their  citations  will  be 
billed  through  financial  services,”  said  Andreason. 

Unsettled  citations  issued  to  cars  that  are  not 
registered  with  the  Traffic  Office,  classified  as  un¬ 
identified  vehicles,  are  logged  on  to  the  Traffic 
Office  computer  and  are  added  to  an  impound  list. 

A  vehicle  on  the  list  may  be  impounded  the  next 
time  it  is  found  oh  Campus,  no  matter  if  it  is  parked 
legally  or  illegally,  said  Andreason. 

The  owner  of  the  vehicle  is  responsible  for  all 
citations  issued  against  his  car,  regardless  of  who 
was  using  it  at  the  time  the  ticket  was  given. 

“I  would  warn  every  student  to  be  careful  who 


they  let  borrow  their  car  to  drive  on  campus,”  he 


Hold  on  records 

If  a  student  owes  the  university  $25  or  more  in 
fines  of  any  kind,  a  hold  is  automatically  placed  on 
his  records  until  the  fines  are  paid,  according  to 
Robert  W.  Crandall,  manager  of  Student 
Accounts. 

When  a  hold  is  placed  on  a  student’s  records,  he 
cannot  obtain  transcripts,  grades  will  not  be  re¬ 
leased,  graduation  may  be  withheld  at  the  time  and 
he  is  prohibited  from  registering  until  all  fines  are

Groll  and  head  jailer  Wayne  Boyer 
found  Wendt  hanging  from  bars  in  the 


Sun¬ 
day.  A  noose  formed  by  a  bedsheet  was 
around  her  neck,  she  was  unconscious  and 
had  stopped  breathing. 

The  sheriff  said  he  and  Boyer  im¬ 
mediately  began  cardiopulmonary  resus¬ 
citation  and  the  Seattle  woman  was  brea¬ 
thing  Monday  with  the  aid  of  a  hospital 
respirator. 

Wendt  had  been  booked  into  the  jail  Fri¬ 
day  night  along  with  a  friend  for  investiga¬ 
tion  of  auto  theft  and  burglary.

Four  BYU  professors  will  conduct  the  re¬ 
search  on  the  battalion  and  co-author  two 
volumes  on  the  subject.

V.  Johnson  and  Susan  W.  Easton  of  the 
Church  History  and  Doctrine  Department 
and  V.  Ben  Bloxham  of  the  History  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Numerous  accounts  of  the  Mormon  Batta¬ 
lion  have  been  written  over  the  years. 
According  to  Johnson,  the  new  research  will 
correct  inconsistencies.

Report  says  problems 
overstated  by  owners 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  A  report  commissioned  by 
the  major  league  players  union  concludes  that  own¬ 
ers  do  not  have  the  severe  economic  problems  that 
they  claim. 

The  New  York  Times  said  the  47-page  report  by 
Roger  Noll,  an  economics  professor  at  Stanford 
University,  was  given  to  the  players’  executive 
board.  Noll’s  views  on  baseball’s  finances  have  been 
criticized  by  management  in  the  past. 

The  Times  said  Noll’s  report  did  not  include  spe¬ 
cific  profit  or  joss  ,  figures,  but  discussed  specific 
areas  where  he  thought  owners  overstated  ex¬ 
penses  and  understated  revenues. 

The  players  union  has  set  a  strike  deadline  of 
Aug.  6.  “Now  that  there’s  a  date,  we  hope  it  will 
have  some  effect”  on  the  stalled  negotiations,  said 
union  spokesman  Mark  Belanger.

Physician  says 
old  pacemakers 
can  save  lives 

SALT  LAKE  CITY 
(AP)  —  Utah  officials 
have  been  asked  to  lend 
a  hand  in  an  effort  to 
provide  refurbished 
pacemakers  to  children 
in  Central  and  South 
America. 

In  a  meeting  with 
Gov.  -Norm  Bangerter 
Saturday,  Dr.  John  T. 
Wignall,  Jr.  of  Salt  Lake 
City  said  the  project 
could  saVe  young  lives 
threatened  by  the  semi- 
tropical  Chagas  disease. 

The  devices,  which 
would  be  taken  from 
dead  pacemaker  users, 
can  help  control  the 
Chagas  disease  through 
electronic  impulses,  said 
Wignall,  chairman  of  the 
Utah  affiliate  of  the 
American  Heart  Asso¬ 
ciation. 


While  turning  the  radio  dial  from  music  by 
Madonna  to  Prince  to  Bruce  Springsteen,  Utah 
Valley  listeners  may  be  surprised  to  hear  “Satur¬ 
day’s  Warrior”  tunes  coming  over  the  airwaves. 

But  KX Y C,  the  first  radio  station  ever  to  devote 
its  format  entirely  to  an  LDS  audience,  is  drawing  a 
loyal  following  among  area  church  members, 
according  to  the  B  YU  alumnus  who  manages  and 
partially  owns  the  station. 

Robert  Morey,  a  BYU  graduate  of  less  than  two 
years,  said  the  unique  format  was  a  daring  move  for 
the  new  owners.  7 

“There  are  no  rule  books  and  no  guidelines,” 
Morey  said.  “This  has  never  been  done  before  .  .  . 
we  talked  extensively  with  LDS  Public  Com¬ 
munications  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  this  is‘the  first 
time  this  has  been  done  in  world  history.  The  most 
frequently  heard  comment  we  hear  is,  ‘It’s  ^bout 
time.’  Some  people  are  just  totally  surprised.” 

The  station  changed  from  a  country  and  western 
format  earlier  this  year,’  a  few  months  after  its 
ownership  changed  hands. 

Serves  Utah  County 

“The  research  we  did  indicated  the  people  in 
Utah  County  were  looking  for  something  like  this,” 
Morey  said.  “We  came  to  the  conclusion  it  might  be 
the-  best  thing  to  do  because  it  would  serve  the 
people  of  Utah  .County.” 

The  station  may  be  described  as  a  seven-day-a- 
week  religious  program,  but  Morey  called  it  an 
LDS  music  and  information  format.  The  station 
broadcasts  various  interpretations  of  LDS  hymns, 
original  religious  songs  by  LDS  artists,  and  music 
by  non-LDS  artists  that  “reflect  a  theological  point 
of  view  that  is  compatible  with  LDS  theology,” 
Morey  Said. 

It  also  airs  church-related  news  that  is  gleaned 
from  church  public  communications  directors  and 
news  correspondents  from  around  the  United 
States. 


What  the  station  doesn’t  air  are  advertisements 
for  alcoholic  or  caffeinated  drinks,  R-  and  X-rated 
movies,  feminine  hygiene  or  birth  control  products, 
and  ads  that  attack  the  LDS  or  any  other  church. 

“We  had  an  anti-Mormon  group  try  to  purchase 
time  on  our  station,”  Morey  said,  “but  we  turned  ■ 
them  down  ....  Some  people  feel  threatened  by 
the  station.  One  person  said  it  was  an  attempt  to 
‘Mormonize’  the  valley.” 

Positive  response 

But  there  has  been  positive  response  as  well,  he 
said.  One  woman  in  her  early  twenties  said  it  was  “a 
real  break  from  .  .  .  switching  from  station  to  sta¬ 
tion  trying  to  avoid  ‘Prince’  and  ‘Cindy  Lauper.’  ” 

Morey  said  the  letters  and  phone  calls  he  receives 
have  shown  the  effect  that  music  can  have  on  its 
listeners. 

“One  of  the  interesting  side  effects  is  that  people 
call  us  and  tell  us  they  feel  better  about  themselves 
andtheirfellowmen  (while  listening), ’’he  said.  “We 
didn’t  count  on  this.  This  didn’t  show  up  in  our 
research.” 

Rock  ’n’  roll  is  becoming  increasingly  incompati¬ 
ble  with  LDS  church  doctrine,  Morey  said.  He  cited 
an  example  of  a  popular  album  released  recently 
which  deals  with  “building  an  anti-Christ  in  Amer¬ 
ica  which  cannot  be  Overthrown.  (The  album)  talks 
about  a  game  plan  for  Satanism  in  the  United 
States.” 

In  contrast,  Morey  said  the  LDS  music  market 
has  exploded  in  the  past  three  years  —  a  fact  that 
has  made  an  all-LDS  radio  station  possible.  Three 
years  ago  the  station  wouldn’t  have  had  enough 
material  to  survive  oH  the  air,  he  said.  Yet  it  still 
needs  more  music  and  news,  and  the  station  is 
particulary  interested  in  original  compositions. 

Because  Utah  Valley  is  the  only  place  in  the 
world  that  has  more  than  100,000  residents  and  an 
LDS  Church  membership  of  85  percent,  Morey 
said,  “If  the  format’s  going  to  work  anywhere,  it 
will  work  in  Utah  County..  It’s  up  to  the  people  of 
the  valley.  ”  .  '  •

BLANDING,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  meteorologist 
Monday  stressed  the  danger  of  exposure  to  light¬ 
ning,  following  a  strike  which  killed  a  21-year-old 
Blanding  woman. 

“The  bottom  line  is  don’t  project  yourself  above 
your  surroundings,”  said  William  J.  Alder, 
meteorologist-in-charge  of  the  National  Weather 
Service  office  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Alder  said  the  death  of  Rose  Lee  Atene  and  the 
injury  of  her  sister  by  a  bolt  during  a  heavy  storm 
Sunday  was  fairly  typical  of  lightning  fatalities. 

“Most  of  the  people  are  killed  out  in  the  open,  or 


under  a  lone  tree  or  on  a  golf  course.  -They’] 
tallest  thing  around,  ”  Alder  said.  “It’s  kind  of  ironic 
because  the  sister  was  knocked  out  when  she 
jumped  over  a  ditch  and  probably  was  not  grounded 
like  the  one  who  got  hit.  (Atene)  was  a  human 
lightning  rod.” 

Alder  said  that  8.00  to  900  lightning  strikes  per 
hour  were  occurring  in  the  area  when  the  two 
women  w’ere  walking  toward  a  pickup  truck  at  Re¬ 
capture  Dam  northeast  of  Blanding. 

Atene  was  pronounced  dead  at  the  Blanding  Cli- ' 
nic  following  the  lightning  strike  at  about  8  p.m. 


Sunday.  Her  sister,  Jenny  Keith,  28,  was  treated 
and  released,  a  clinic  spokeswoman  said. 

Dr.  James  Redd,  who  examined  both  women, 
said  the  lightning  knocked  Keith  unconscious.  Her 
husband  revived  her,  but  mouth-to-mouth  resus¬ 
citation  failed  to  save  her  sister. 

The  death  was  U tah’s  first  by  lightning  this  year 
but  not  the  first  injury. 

Alder  said  Dean  Withrow  of  Salt  Lake  City  re¬ 
mained  hospitalized  after  he  was  struck  by  light¬ 
ning  on  Deseret  Peak  near  Tooele  Saturday  after-

Stolen  building  materials 
cause  construction  delays 


The  renovation  of  the  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  Cen¬ 
ter  should  have  been  completed  in  June,  said  the 
project  foreman  Dave  Gunn.  Work,  however,  has 
been  delayed  by  architectural  difficulties  and  prob¬ 
lems  with  materials. 

Some  materials  were  stolen  from  the  site  and  had 
to  be  replaced.  But  according  to  Gunn,  “We  should 
be  out  of  here  in  3  or  4  weeks.” 

Renovation  of  the  building  includes  enclosing  the 
stairwell  and  replacing  windows  and  panels  on  the 
top  three  floors. 


Most  of  the  funding  for  the  work  on  the  stairway 
was  donated  by  a  private  individual  “who  was  al¬ 
ways  bothered  by  the  appearance  of  the  exterior 
stairway  and  the  form  of  the  architecture  of  the 
stairway,”  said  Edwin  Cozzens,  executive  director 
of  physical  facilities  for  BYU. 

The  rest  of  the  funding  for  the  work  on  the  stair¬ 
well  is  being  paid  by  the  Wilkinson  Center’s  Re¬ 
newal  and  Replacement  Fund,  which  is  kept  by  the 
-  center  specifically  for  the  building’s  repairs  and 
replacements.

Court  orders  new  trial 
for  convicted  bomber 
of  Tennessee  synagogue

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (AP)  — The  state  Court  of 
Criminal  Appeals  has  ordered  a  new  trial  for 
Joseph  Paul  Franklin,  convicted  of  blowing  up  a 
Chattanooga  synagogue. 

The  appeals  court  said  Monday  that  a  judge  im¬ 
properly  let  Franklin  make  a  closing  statement  to 
the  jury  admitting  his  guilt. 

Franklin,  35,  also  was  indicted  last  year  for  the 
1978  shooting  in  Atlanta  that  left  Hustler  magazine 
publisher  Larry  Flynt  paralyzed. 

Franklin  was  in  the  federal  prison  at  Marion,  Ill. , 
for  killing  two  black  men  in  Utah  when  he  confessed 
last  year  to  bombing,  Beth  Sholom,  an  orthodox 
Jewish  synagogue. 

The  synagogue  was  blown  up  on  July  29,  1977, 
when  the  building  was  empty.  Authorities  quoted 
Franklin  as  saying,  “I  was  trying  to  kill  as  many 
Jews  as  I  could.”
